Now I want to answer this question b\ asking another: ^ 

“Arc there any classes in .America to-day aiul what constitutes 
a cla.ss?" 

.A class is constituted by a group of people held together by the 
same economic social interests. In that sense wc Iiave clas.se» in 
.America as in any other civilized or- semi-civilized country. If any¬ 
thing, the class distinction is even more pronounced in this country 
titan in any other. 

It is true that the Declaration of Independence, the dix-umenl which 
is snpposetl to contain the cardinal p'-incipics of the .American Hqmblic 
and ot the American i:kx1c of governntent. says right at the lx‘ginninj|, 
“All men arc crcatetl equal" and arc endower’ “with certain inalienable/ 
rights; among these arc life, liberty and the pursuit of lupiness." 

".All men arc created equal.” This nuy be true. But do they 
live equal ? l')o tliey die crpial ? 

The chilli of tite |)oor man is Ijorn in a hovel,surrounded bymtsery 
and po 'crty from his first moments. There arc three chances to one 
that In; will not survive his first year, and if he docs, there is a life 
of misery before him. The dangers of sickness are ten fold as great 
as for ihV child of the rich. And if he safely ita.sscs all these itcrib, 
what life is there Iteforc him? .-A life of drudgry, ended by an early 
death which is often to l>c consiifcrcd a Ixjon since it saves the victim 
from the iKtorhoiisc. I'siially Utis prxtr pcr.son lias not even a claim 
on heaven, never liaving beionged to any church and knowing little 
or nothing ohont religion, which is more or less a costly article. 

How about the child of the rich? He is surrounded by all com¬ 
forts and protected with everything that patenial love and _ mAiiey 
can funiish. He grows up in comfort and security and receive* an 
excellent education. His life is a roiiiul of pleasure, mingled pcrIiaM 
with as much work as is necessary to health. .And unless killed early 
by cxce*8ive luxury or riotous living, he can enjoy rijie old agt 
Imnorcd and loved bv ev;cryone as a good citizen ami as a pillar o| . 
society. And if he gives nHuiey to charity and churches,when he ilieh 
he lias a very good claim to a rescrvcil scat ni hcavciL
